Tue “ New York World”’ has secured the services, 
as war correspondent, of the author of “ Earls Dene,” 
the novel now appearing in “ Blackwood.

The first 
number appeared on the last day of September.

‘* AmeRIcAN Homor’’ is the title of an article in 
the October number of the “ British Quarterly Re- 
view.”

Dante’s “Divina Commedia,’’ translated into 
English verse by the Rev. James Ford, M. A., 
Prebendary of Exeter, is among the new announce- 
ments in London. 
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A wEEKLY edition, price one penny, of the 
Waverley Novels, is the last novelty in London, 


As might be expected, the Imperial prisoner of 
Wilhelmshéhe is receiving no small attention from 
English writers. The most ambitious effort is 
stout volume, “ Napoleon III., his Early Life, with 
Authentic Details of his Captivity at Ham, and Es. 
cape from the Fortress,’’ by F. T. Brifault, who 
describes himself as “Private Secretary.’’ The 
name is as yet unknown. 

Tue recently published “ Passages from the Eng- 
lish Note Books of Nathaniel Hawthorne” has been 
reprinted in England, and an English critic describes 
it as “two volumes of prejudices tempered by a 
love of antiquity.”’ 

W. M. Rossetti has recently edited an edition of 
Longfellow, for Messrs. Moxon & Co.’s Popular Poets, 
and in speaking of American Poets, gives the palm 
to Walt Whitman, who, he says, “is a man enor 
mously greater than Longfellow, or any other of his 
poetic compatriots.” 


Martin Tupper, whose works are unanimously 
condemned by the critics, and universally read by 
the people, exhibits some strange doctrinal views 
in his latest production, “A Creed, Etcetera,” of 
which the following is an example :— 

“That cruel costermonger and his drudge 
Alike shall stand before their righteous Judge.” 
Might not Mr. Tupper be called The Prophet of the 
Asinine Race? 

Mr. J. O. Hatuiwett has addressed the following 
communication to the “ Atheneum” with reference 
to his recent Shakspearian discovery :— 

“It appears from a number of communications 
respecting a memorandum which yeu did me the 
honor to insert inthe ‘Atheneum’ of August 13th, 
that L ought to have been more explicit when in- 
quiring for the meaning of the technical expression 
‘the house,’ alluded to in the newly-discovered 
rewarkable documents relating to the Globe and 
Blackfriars Theatres. Shakspeare’s sole interest in 
those theatres consisted in a participation, as an 
actor, in the receipts of ‘ what is called the house.’ 
It should have been explained that this does not 
mean what is now implied by the ordinary expres- 
sion of an actor sharing in the receipts of the house. 
In Shakspeare’s time, the proprietors took abso- 
lutely the entire receipts of certain portions of the 
theatre. ‘The house’ was, therefore, some other 
part or parts of the theatre, the receipts of which 
were divided amongst Shakspeare and other actors, 
and in which a proprietor had no share, unless, of 
course, he was an actor as well as a proprietor.” 


Mr. Epwarp Greey has a new nautical novel in 
the press, entitled “The Queen’s Sailors.’? The 
author, who is his own publisher, announces that 
the book will be ready by Ist November. 

James Hain Friswett, author of “The Gentle 
Life,’ &c., has a new volume in the press, entitled 
“Modern Men of Letters Honestly Criticized.” 

Mr. Epwarp Howtanp’s articles in “ Lippincott’s 
Magazine,” describing the results of his several 
years’ biographical rambles among the old book- 
shops of London, Paris, Leipzig, Amsterdam, Brus- 
sels, &c., have attracted so much attention in 
London, that their republication there has been 
announced. 

Eart Srannope’s “ History of the Reign of Queen 
Anne until the Peace of Utrecht” has reached & 
second edition. 

Emin1a Marryat Norris, a daughter of Capt. Mar- 
ryat, has published a juvenile story, entitled “Adrift 





on the Sea;’’ and a daughter of Thomas Hood, Mrs. 
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Frances Freeling Brodnip, has now in the press 
“The Whispers of a Shell; or, Stories of the Sea.’’ 

Lippixcotr’s “Universal Pronouncing Dictionary 
of Biography and Mythology”’ has reached Part 10, 
bringing the work down to Corwin. 

A new and enlarged Concordance of the Holy 
Scriptures, by Rev. Wm. Walker, of Hartford, Conn., 
js announced by the New England Publishing Com- 
pany. The publishers state that it will contain 
one-fifth more references and quotations than Cru- 
den’s unabridged, and three times as many names 
of persons and places as Cruden’s, and in this re- 
spect will exceed Smith’s Bible Dictionary. 


A xew edition of Disraeli’s works is announced 
by Messrs. Longmans, beginning with “ Lothair,” 
with a new general preface by the author. 


Tue “American Register,” familiar to most Ameri- 
cans who have visited Paris, is now published in 
London. Its courteous and obliging editor, Mr. J. 
Kremer, being a German, was compelled by the re- 
cent order to leave the French capital. 


INTERNATIONAL Copyricut Acts.—In the recent 
English equity cases of Wood against Chart and 
Wood against Wood, Vice-Chancellor James holds 
that the intention of the framers of the International 
Copyright Act of 1852, in requiring that, in order to 
entitle the foreign author of a dramatic piece to the 
benefit of the act, a translation sanctioned by the 
author must be published within three calendar 
months of the registration of the original work, was 
to give to English people the opportunity of know- 
ing the foreign work as accurately as is possible by 
means of a translation. A translation, such as is 
required by the act, must be a translation of the 
whole work; and it is not sufficient that it be a 
version which the foreign author may have sanc- 
tioned as a translation. Where the original work 
sought to be protected was a French comedy entitled 
“Frou-frou,” and the version sanctioned by the 
foreign authors, and published in England, was en- 
titled “ Like to Like ;” the names of the characters 
and the scenery were changed from French to Eng- 
lish; in some instances English manners were sub- 
stituted for French; and considerable omissions of 
speeches and alterations of passages were made; 
it was held that the version was not a translation 
within the meaning of the act, such as to entitle 
the foreign authors and their assignee to the benefit 
of the statute. 

JosH Brtuines announces that his Farmer’s Al- 
manax for 1871 will be “let loose about the middle 
ov Oktober, 1870.” 

Mr. Tuomas Pornett, author of “ Literature and 
its Professors,” “Life of Charles Lamb,” &c., and 
Mr. Robert Reece, are engaged upon a new histori- 
cal drama relating to a period of exceptional inte- 
rest, 

Herr Strroptmany, & critic and poet of reputa- 
tion in Germany, is the editor of a volume of 
translations of American poems, representing most 
if not all of our younger poets, and, among the 
rest, the late John A. Dorgan, of this city. Dor- 
gan had true genius, and has left a volume of ma- 
nuscript poems which we trust his friends will not 
neglect to publish. 

Mr. Hatriweut has recently printed what may 
be called a statistical account of his great edition 
of Shakspeare, in sixteen volumes, folio. The im- 
pression was limited to 150 copies. The editor has 
tried to “‘ keep the track” of every copy, and he 
gives a list of their. present owners as far as he can 
trace them. Twenty-two copies he knows are in the 
United States, and from the evidence of names it is 
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probable that five or six more have had the same 
destination. Twenty-five sets are still in the edi- 
tor’s hands unsold. The remaining 103 are in 
public and private libraries in England, with the 
exception of two or three in France and Germany. 
This is not an encouraging return for what ought 
to have been considered a national undertaking.— 
Scribner’s Book Buyer. 

TxaEoporE Martin supplies the materials for the 
sixth volume of “Ancient Classics for English 
Readers,” edited by the Rev. W. Lucas Collins. It 
will be “‘ Horace: his Life and Works.” Mr. Mar- 
tin, one of the authors of the “ Bon Gaultier Bal- 
lads,” is well known as a translator of Horace. 
The previous volumes are Homer's Iliad and Odys- 
sey, Herodotus, Cesar (by Anthony Trollope, the 
novelist), and Virgil. 

Mr. W. G. Witts, author of “The Wife’s Evi- 
dence,” and other novels, and of the drama, “‘ The 
Man of Airlie,” which met with very considerable 
success in England, has been engaged to supply 
the cartoons for the London weekly comic paper, 
“ Will o’ the Wisp.” 

WE learn from Triibner’s “ Literary Record” that 
there are at present serving in the German armies 
no less than six very accomplished Sanskrit schol- 
ars—Dr. Thibaut, Dr Goldschmidt, Dr. Von Thiel- 
mann, Dr. Goeke, Dr. Pischel, and Rich. Keepert. 
An account of the battle of Sedan, in Sanskrit, 
written to a friend at Berlin on the day after the 
battle, has appeared in the “ Spener ’sche Zeitung”’ 
of the 18th September. The following is the text 
of this curious letter, to which we append an Eng- 
lish translation :— 

“Sedan, 2 Sept., 1870.—Hyo mahiyud abhavat. 
Catravah sarve nirjitih, sarva teshdm send, ma- 
haraja ca svayam, baddhah, Tvashtd no vajrim 
svaryam tataksha; ahanma "him svavilau gigriy4- 
nam (Rigveda 1, 32). 

“Aham sukugalo ’smi; yuddhe na mahad bhayam 
gato ’ham, yad etasmin kshetre suparvate padataya 
eva yoddhum ¢gaknuvanti, turanginas tu na ’rhanti.

It is certainly characteristic of the Prussian army 
and its component elements, that on the day after 
such a battle, a Hussar officer has succeeded in re- 
porting on it in essentially correct Sanskrit, quoting 
at the same time the Rigveda. The gentleman who 
has performed this astonishing feat is the Doctor 
Juris von Thielmann, a Junior Judge in the Berlin 
Court of Appeal, who, whilst devoting himself to 
the duties of his office, finds still time to occupy 
himself seriously with the literature and language 
of ancient India. Already, in 1866, he had fought 
in Bohemia; and the war of 1870 found him again 
in the ranks of the army.

shall have power to order him to be kept, in strict

Dean Baptiste Marie Vianney, better known as 
the Curé of Ars, died in 1859. The year of his 
birth is stated very obscurely, if at all, in the 
volume before us, though it is stated that he was 
born at Dardilly, a village not far from Lyons, in

EDUCATIONAL. 

Introduction to Anglo-Saxon; Anglo-Saxon Reader, 
with Philological Notes,a Brief Grammar, and a 
Vocabulary. By Francis A. March. pp. viii., 
166. New York: Harper & Brothers. 

Professor March, of Lafayette College, has be- 
come extensively and favorably known by his 
“Comparative Grammar of the Anglo-Saxon Lan- 
guage,” his “ Method of Philological Study of the 
English Language,” and other publications. The 
present volume furnishes a much needed manual 
of exercises in reading and translation for collegi- 
ate and academical classes. The selections consist 
of prose and poetry. ‘The prose is taken from the 
Gospels, the dialogues of Callings, the Anglo-Saxon 
Chronicle, Anglo-Saxon laws, &c. The poetry is 
chiefly from Coedmon, Beowulf, and Alfred’s Metres 
of Boethius. In quantity these passages supply 
about matter enough for a daily lesson through 
two terms of collegiate study. The notes contain, 
besides explanatory matter, outlines of the litera- 
ture, biographical sketches of the authors, and 
bibliographical notices of manuscripts and edi- 
tions. The grammar extends through fifty pages, 
and, after a brief historical introduction, treats 
regularly and systematically of phonology, etymo- 
logy, Syntax, and prosody. The sections are num- 
bered so as to correspond with those of the author’s 
larger “ Comparative Grammar.” The vocabulary 
is full, and thus apparatus is provided for as tho- 
rough a study of a portion of this tongue as can be 
given to Greek or Latin with our college text-books. 
The notes at the end of the selections, and the foot- 
notes to the passages from the Gospels, are well 
calculated by their apposite references to other 
languages, and the philological information and 
suggestions they contain, to awaken the enthusi- 
asm of the student, and promote those critical and 
archaic researches, on which Professor March has 
bestowed so much labor and thought. 

Elements of Astronomy, accompanied with numerous 
Illustrations, a Coloured Representation of the Solar, 
Stellar, and Nebular Spectra, and Celestial Charts 
of the Northern and Southern Hemispheres. By T. 
Norman Lockyer, Fellow of the Royal Astrono- 
mical Society. pp. 312. New York: D. Apple- 
ton & Co. 

The author’s purpose has been to supply a work 
which should not ouly serve as a text-book for the 
use of schools, but should also be useful and con- 
venient for adults who desire to become acquainted 
with the elements of astronomy. The arrange- 
ment is in some respects new. Mr. Lockyer -says: 
“I have been especially anxious in the descriptive 
portion to show the sun's real place in the Cosmos, 
and to separate the real from the apparent move- 
ments; 1 have, therefore, begun with the stars, 
and have dealt with the apparent movements 
in a separate chapter.’? Special endeavor has 
been made to incorporate the most recent astro- 
nomical discoveries. Spectrum-analysis and its 
results have been fully dealt with, and distances, 
masses, &c., are based on the recent determination 
of the solar parallax. The American editor has 
condensed the text in some parts, and enlarged it 
in others. He has also introduced new illustra- 
tions, and has added questions and extended the 
practical directions for finding interesting objects 
in the heavens on different evenings throughout 
the year. The volume is furnished with quite a 
full index. 
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Notes and Vocabulary to accompany Whitney’s Ger- 
man Reader. pp. vii., 233-523. New York: 
Leypoldt & Holt. 

The text of Prof. Whitney’s “ Reader’’ was pub- 
lished early in 1869. In this volume we have the 
/notes and vocabulary appertaining to it, so that 
| the work is now fully completed. The notes, be- 
sides the grammatical matter they contain, supply 
such geographical and literary information as is 
| requisite to illustrate the text, together with bio- 
graphical sketches of the various authors from 
whom selections have been made. The vocabu- 
lary departs in some respects from the usual 
,method of a dictionary; for it calls attention to 
| the correspondences between the German and Eng- 
_ lish words, and to the derivation of German words 
| from their primitives. This part of the work is 
| based mainly on the dictionary of Sanders, and on 
| Weigand’s edition of Schmitthenner, as far as com- 
| pleted. Variations in the typography of the voca- 
bulary are made to serve a useful purpose of ex- 
planation. 


Greek Praxis; or, Greek for Beginners; containing 
Orthography, Etymology, and Greek Reading Les- 
sons, together with Notes and a Vocabulary. By 
J. A. Spencer, S. T. D., Professor of the Greek 
Language and Literature in the College of the 
City of New York. pp. 169. New York: Ivison, 
Blakeman, Taylor & Co. 

Prof. Spencer is of opinion that the labor-saving 
processes of studying modern languages (as Ollen- 
dorff’s, Robertson’s, ete.) cannot be applied with 
anything like equal success to the ancient lan- 
guages, and that there is an unavoidable necessity 
of memorizing the elementary forms and inflections 
of a language. He has accordingly condensed into 
about one hundred pages a Greek Praxis containing 
the leading parts of the grammar. A selection of 
reading lessons, of about twelve pages, then follows, 
which, though brief, is, in the opinion of the author, 
sufficient to enable the student to pass over the 
usual Greek Reader course, and enter at once upon 
the Anabasis of Xenophon. The manual has been 
judiciously prepared, and is well adapted to the 
views of those educators who are not yet satisfied 
that there is any short cut to the knowledge of 
Greek. 


A Condensed Etymology of the English Language, for 
Common Schools; containing the Anglo-Saxon, 
French, Dutch, German, Welsh, Danish, Gothic, 
Swedish, Gaelic, Italian, Latin, and Greek Words 
derived therefrom, Accurately Spelled, Accented, 
and Defined. By William W. Smith. pp. 195. 
New York: A. 8. Barnes & Co, 

The principal feature of this work, which dis- 
tinguishes it from most others of its class, is that it 
does not confine itself to words derived from Latin 
and Greek, but takes the wider range indicated by 
the title as given above. It is mainly a condensa- 
tion of the author’s “English Etymology,” with 
less extensive lists, and embracing only the really 
essential words. 


Mental Arithmetic ; combining a Complete System of 
Repid Computations, with Correct Logic of the 
Solutions of the Problems and the Analyses of Pro- 
cesses. By John H. French, LL.D. pp. 180. 
New York: Harper & Brothers. 

The author has prepared for schools and teachers 

a series of arithmetics of which this is the third 

number, the two succeeding numbers, completing 

the series, being a Common School Arithmetic, and 
an Academic Arithmetic. In his mental arithmetic 
his object is not to train children to perform lengthy 





operations, but rather to acquire accuracy and 
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rapidity in the more usual calculations, and, as 

connected therewith, to develop the habit of reason- 

ing correctly, so far as it may be trained by dealing 
logically with numbers. 

A School History of the United States, from the Dis- 
covery of America to the Year 1870. By David 
B. Scott. Illustrated with maps and engravings. 
pp- xii., 425. New York: Harper & Brothers. 
This work, as far as we can judge from the exa- 

mination which we have been enabled to give it, 

seems to answer sufficiently well its purpose as a 

text-book of the facts of American history. The 

narrative is brought down to the present year, and 
the text is illustrated with about one hundred and 
seventy-five engravings, consisting of maps, por- 
traits, ete. At the close of various marked periods 
in the narrative there are general reflections, in 
which an attempt is made, in the form of generali- 
zations, to indicate the habits, industries, and 
character of the people, the growth of the country, 
and the causes as well as effects of the more promi- 
nent events in our history.

Although Dickens has left this story incomplete, 
the break is not so abrupt as to destroy the reader’s 
pleasure. Though the mystery of the disappearance 
of young Drood is not explained, it is made evident 
that he was either murdered, or an attempt was 
made to murder him by his friend Jasper, and it 
may be conjectured that the Mr. Datchery who is 
introduced in the last chapters, would eventually 
turn out to be the missing man. The writer is as 
eccentric as usual in the choice of names for his 
characters, among which we find Grewgious, Twin- 
kleton, Honeythunder, Crisparkle, Durdles, and 
others no less fantastic. 

Messrs. Fields, Osgood & Co. have added to their 
edition, “‘Some Memoirs of Charles Dickens,’’ re- 
printed from the ‘“ Atlantic,” and several short 
tales and sketches which have hitherto escaped | 
publication in any of the collected editions of his 
works.
